On  the  whole  how¬ 
ever,  the  art  of  early  days  was  limited  to  a  few  objects  or  simple 
drawings  which  did  not  effect  the  majority  of  people.  In  recent 
years,  compiling  of  the  best  artistic  thinking  from  all  fields  provides  a 
much  more  exact  knowledge  of  art  principles,  which  may  be  used 
by  all.

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  1941 


IN  1937  there  were  mere  forms  lurking  about  the  school  trying  to  scoot  behind  cor¬ 
ners  so  that  they  would  not  be  seen.  Other1  inquisitive  students  were  informed 
that  these  forms  were  the  Freshmen  Class  of  1941.  There  were  130  timid  souls 
that  year  and  we  chose  Richard  Lawson  to  lead  our  class.  Being  in  the  way  all  the 
time  and  belonging  to  General  Science  Class,  the  only  enjoyment  we  had  was  a  trip 
to  Buffalo;  but  that  cost  us  each  a  dollar  and  a  quarter. 

Our  Sophomore  year  rolled  around  and  we  were  stranded  with  an  even  100 
students.  We  had  a  class  meeting  and  about  half  attended.  We  placed  the  duties 
of  the  class  on  Robert  Benson,  President;  Hermes  Ames,  Vice-President;  Lois  Johnson, 
Secretary  and  Reginald  Barnes,  Treasurer.  '39  proved  another  uneventful  year  but 
we  did  sponsor  dances.  The  tickets  were  made  by  Robert  Stahley — WHAT  TICKETS?? 
We  being  somewhat  bolder  than  the  previous  year  occupied  Lover's  Lane  down  by 
the  typing  room. 

In  our  Junior  year  our  class  met  the  same  fate  as  in  the  Sophomore  year,  with  a 
downfall  in  the  number  of  students  to  a  margin  of  86.  We  got  partially  settled  by 
electing  our  new  officers,  David  Adler,  President;  Hermes  Ames,  Vice  President;  Reg¬ 
inald  Barnes,  Secretary;  Jean  Walker,  Treasurer.  Then  came  the  cry  for  money. 
Junior  dues  and  the  Corridor  each  relieved  us  of  a  dollar.  More  money  was  wanted, 
so  we  Juniors  held  dances,  roller  skating  parties  and  a  theatre  party.  Because  of  rain 
on  the  night  of  the  theatre  party  the  financial  returns  were  not  large.  We  all  called 
the  Junior  year  the  year  of  fun.  Nevertheless  in  June  we  were  sorry  to  say  goodbye 
to  Miss  Sackett,  English  teacher;  Miss  Dunshee,  History  teacher  and  Mrs.  Fox,  Lan¬ 
guage  teacher. 

September,  1940  came!  Room  23  was  crowded  with  75  Seniors.  Our  first 
thought  was  what  the  new  teachers  would  look  like.  Our  first  look  brought  Miss  Pot¬ 
ter  and  everyone  was  enchanted  by  that  beautiful  specimen  of  the  fairer  sex.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  day  we  agreed  that  she  would  be  liberal  with  her  assignments  and  she 
wasn't  going  to  be  hard  to  look  at.  But — the  next  day  we  spied  Miss  Nevinger  and 
for  a  couple  days  Miss  Potter  faded  into  the  background.  Later  we  boys  decided  that 
they  were  both  about  equal.  Then  we  came  down  to  earth  to  decide  that  pretty 
teachers  weren't  the  only  interest  in  school. 

Someone  mentioned  having  a  president — so  we  started  off  with  a  bang  by  having 
Robert  Benson  elected  President  of  the  Student  Council.  Next  in  line  came  the  Senior 
offices.  Hermes  Ames  was  willing  to  take  the  job  of  President  for  the  Senior  Class; 
Reginald  Barnes,  Vice  President  and  Margaret  Moyer,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Our 
advisers,  Mr.  Fenner,  Mrs.  Carlson,  and  Mr.  Cameron  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
directing  our  class. 


Another  interest  came  into  our  minds.  The  Senior  Play  must  be  given.  "320 
College  Avenue"  was  the  name.  Yes,  it  brought  about  fun  for  those  who  took  part. 
Some  learned  to  dance  while  others  showed  their  technique  in  dramatics.  We  had  a 
record  crowd  due  to  the  back-breaking  directing  of  Mrs.  Carlson  who  was  in  a  cold 
sweat  for  fear  it  wouldn't  turn  out  right.  Talking  about  being  in  a  cold  sweat — so 
were  all  we  Seniors  every  Friday  morning.  We  never  knew  when  we  were  going  to 
be  called  on  the  stage  for  an  interview.  Some  were  bashful,  some  were  nervous 
while  others  stood  up  and  took  the  quiz  like  men.  "Jackson"  Harding  surprised  us  by 
naming  "women"  as  his  pet  peeve  while  "Boots"  Johnson  retaliated  saying  "men"  was 
her  pet  peeve. 

Then  came  studying.  Determination  to  graduate  was  and  is  our  motto.  And  now 
the  Regents  —  let  them  come  — •  we're  ready!!
